Pursuant to Rule 1.98(a) , the applicant hereby 
submits a concise explanation of the relevance in 
connection with information disclosure statement as follows. 
The Japanese Kokai No. 11-16634 discloses an electrical 
connector assembly comprising a first connector 4 
incorporated in a portable electronic apparatus and a second 
connector 6 in a cradle of the apparatus. A plurality of 
contact 8 and 48 are arranged in the connector 4 and 6 in a 
row, respectively. Latch receiving cavities 22 and 40 are 
provided at the sides and in the middle of the connector, 
into which latch members 20 and 38 are inserted. One of the 
latch member 20 is made solid and the other is made 
resilient, for example, by punching and bending a metal 
sheet . 
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
